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Ten  years  ago  Sacramento  State  College 
began  in  a  handful  of  buildings  on  the  Sac- 
ramento Junior  College  campus  and  two 
nearby  apartment  houses  that  served  as  an 
annex.  This  year  commemorates  ten  years 
of  achievement  for  Dr.  Guy  A.  West,  presi- 
dent, and  ten  years  of  growth  for  the  still 
rapidly  expanding  college,  already  recog- 
nized as  the  largest  in  Northern  California 
outside  the  Bay  Area.  In  its  tenth  year, 
SSC  has  a  larger  faculty  and  student  body. 
a  more  varied  offering  of  courses,  and  a 
more  scrupulously  utilized  physical  plant  than 
colleges  fifteen  times  its  age.     Working  on

the  proverbial  shoestring  budget  at  the  be- 
ginning, Dr.  West  hired  a  secretary  and  pub- 
lished an  announcement  of  courses  listing  44 
classes  .  .  .  and  a  new  college  was  born.  Due 
to  a  lack  of  facilities,  only  juniors  and  seniors 
were  allowed  to  enroll  during  the  first  semes- 
ters on  the  junior  college  campus.  The  first 
academic  year  opened  with  six  full  time 
faculty  members,  a  staff  of  three,  and  less 
than  100  full  time  students.  The  student 
body  included  one  lone  senior,  John  Collins, 
who  met  all  requirements  for  graduation  and 
was  commenced  with  all  due  ceremony  at 
the  end  of  the  first  year  of  SSC's  existence. 
Although  life  on  the  junior  college  campus 
was  novel,  with  classes  held  in  apartments 
and  faculty  offices  sandwiched  in  kitchens, 
SSC  students  felt  like  house  guests  who  were 
overstaying-their  welcome  and  longed  for  a 
home  of  their  own.  They  watched  building 
progress  with  eager  impatience  on  the  alter- 
nately dust  clouded  and  mud  thickened  site 
of  their  future  home  on  the  banks  of  the 
American  River.  At  last  the  big  day  came, 
and  students,  rallying  around  the  slogan  "Go 
East  with  West,"  formed  a  moving  day  car 
parade  to  their  new  home.      Classes  were 


held  for  the  first  time  on  the  present  campus 
in  February,  1953,  in  Douglass  Hall,  three 
science  buildings  and  a  row  of  temporaries. 
Since  that  time,  the  pounding  of  hammers 
has  become  almost  a  tradition  at  SSC,  for 
each  year  has  marked  the  construction  of 
another  building  on  campus.  In  the  fall  of 
1956  students  saw  the  completion  of  a  stu- 
dent activities  building  and  the  beginnings 
of  a  huge  new  classroom  slructure  occupy- 
ing, to  the  mixed  emotions  of  students,  the 
former  500  car  Douglass  hHall  parking  lot. 
Already  ten  years  ahead  of  estimated  enroll- 
ment, the  college  expects  over  5000  students 
next  fall. 

In  its  ten  years  of  growth,  SSC  has  erected 
many  educational  milestones.  A  series  of 
art  tours  to  the  Bay  Area  in  1954  initiated 
a  field  tour  program  which  now  includes  art, 
drama,  economics,  social  science,  life  sci- 
ence and  history.  Numerous  art  exhibits, 
drama  productions,  concerts  and  other  mu- 
sical programs  presented  for  public  enjoy- 
ment indicate  SSC's  growth  as  a  cultural,  as 
well  as  educational,  center  ...  a  vital,  liv- 
ing part  of  the  community.

In  June,  graduating  students 

at  Sacramento  State  College  don  the 

traditional  black  caps  and  gowns 

to  take  their  turn  in  an  ancient 

ritual  that  had  its  beginnings  centuries 

ago  in  medieval  universities.  Originally,  "commencement' 

meant  the  inception  of  the  student  graduate  as  a 

teacher  and  his  recognition  as  such  by  his 

master  and  other  members  of  the 

profession.  In  the  ancient  University 

of  Paris,  degrees  were  conferred  in 

an  unofficial  initiation  ceremony  that  was 

far  from  being  solemn  and  digyiified. 

But  within  100  years  of  the  first  voluntary  and 

half -playful  ceremony,  the  degree  became  a 

necessary  preliminary  to  the  ecclesiastical  license 

to  teach.  Today,  the  ceremonies  of  graduation 

are  honored,  highly  respected  rites  that  mark  the 

culmination  of  four  years  of  personal  advancement 

through  education.  Graduation  marks  the  beginning  of 

a  student's  life  in  his  community.  Wearing  of 

regalia,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  democratic  of 

collegiate  customs,  carries  with  it  more  than 

the  tradition  of  centuries.  The  plain  black  robe 

is  a  symbol  of  achievement  for  the  graduating 

student  arid  a  significant  reminder  that  he 

is  in  no  way  different  from  his  fellow  man.
